Following n 14 to 0 bcatlnp 
at the hands of Queen's in Kingston, 
the odds were that the tri-color would 
rr poat their win in Montreal though 
not necessarily by such a large margin.

Rare indeed is it to find a class or 
profession honestly portrayed by the 
glgols who pander to the public's paa- 
.sion for entertainment. For years we 
have been f(imillar with the movie 
cicrgym.in with the sanctimonious ex 
pression and tHc appearance of just 
haven eaten a green npple; we all 
know the movie Canadian who always 
speaks broken English and ^wears 
fringed deerskin leggings, mocassins 
and fur cap: flie movie cowboy, the 
movie bad man, the movie shiek are 
as familiar to us as. our own doctor 
or dentist. And now to that vast throng 
of movie characters has been added, — 
the movie college man. 

The miniature world of the Univer- 
sity is one which, at the beat, the man 
in the street has but ihe vaguest im- 
pression, and those features of college 
life with which Ihey arc in any way 
familiar have been so dlstorlcd in their 
'presentation that the Impressions they 
convoy and the ideas they conjure up 
are far from the truth. In the cinema 
the university is portrayed chiefly ns 
a place where football and other 
sports are tlie chief .alms of under- 
graduate existence, and where the 
football player is always the most 
popular man in the University. The 
rah rah boy ts' almost as familiar a.

Trousers bngg.v, slouch hats, no gar- 
ters, brllliiint socks: yes we are col- 
legiate! And all this movie portrayal 
of the college man is having its effect 
on the general public and molding 
their Ideas as to what the university 
student is like: witness the atrocities 
advertised every day in the downtown 
store windows and the newspapers as 
"very collegiate". All this of course 
does little towards enhancing' the 
honor in which university students are 
held, ' 

We hope however that the Universi- 
ties will not have to adopt tKë draa- 
tlc measures the Hudson "Bay Com- 
pany found necessary.

The pathetic and the comic are 
blended together very adrlotly In the 
play, and the result is one of the 
pleasing entertainiherita that this city 
has seen for some lime. The acting of 
John Gilbert was the outstanding fea 
ture. The part of Shubert is elemen 
tally a tragic one. and requires great 
dramatic talent to be portrayed to 
good effect In hlgli fomedy. 

Edward Douglass represented tile 
purely comic side of the play, and lifs 
excellent rendering of tho merchant 
rank's part met with great ap 
plause. The spoken parts were very 
cleverly written, and well acted. 

The music of the play, mostly 
modem rendering of the Immoi-tal 
songs of JShubert, is however, the 
real feature. A possible weakne-ss is 
the over-rendering of the '"Song of 
IJove," which has been distorted from 
its original role as a melody in Shu

Norman wn.s played almost mechani- 
cally and with too much precision his 
Rachmaninoff Mélodie was certainly 
pl.iyërt with consWerable expression 
while the Stojowski Barcarolle show 
ed a real appreciation of a moon-ltt 
lake and .a gliding gondola. \ 

Mr. Grange Wooley's violin solos 
completed the program, which for an 
afternoon musicale was a trifle 
lengthy. Jli-. WooUy playe<l a Handel 
Bourrée, Kriesler's somewhat senti- 
mental Schon Rosmariia and a seren-. 
ade by Arensky.
